AGREED UPON IN THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 22.—The joint 
Democratic Caucus Cotnmittee, after a session 
of five hours to-day, agreed upon a policy with 
regard to the Appropriation bills and the re- 
peal of the Supervisor law. The agreement is 
not one which promises a short session. The 
talk of compromise has been to no purpose so 
far as this Committee goes, in some respects, 
the programme decided upon to-day .is even 
more violent. than the action of the last Con- 
gress. Bricfly, the plan is this: That the 
following sections of the Revise@ Statutes em 
be unconditionally repealed, the repealing la 
to be incorporated in the Appropriation bitte, 
viz.: Secs. 2,020 to 2,027, inclusive, and Sec. 
5,522. The difference between this proposition. 
and that of the last Congress is, that the repeal 
proposed then extended from Scc. 2,011 to Sec. 
2,030, inclusive. The new proposition does not 
suggest the repeal of Sec. 2,011 to Sec. 2,019, 
but of Sec. 2,028 to Sec. 2,080, inclusive. Yet 
this agreement to-day : 

GOES VERY MUCH FURTHER 
than the scheme of the last Congress, in that 
the repeal of Sec. 5,522 is proposed. 

The meaning of this will be more clearly seen 
from an examination of these sections. The 
sections which it is proposed to retain in the 
laws are those whick authorize two citizens I'« 
any city of over*20,000 inhabitants, or ten 
citizens in any Congressional District, 
prior to the registration of voters, to 
petition the Judge to have the registration 
guarded and scrutinized, to petition for the ap- 
pointment of two citizens, of different political 
parties, ablé to read and write the English 
languagé; as Supervisors of Election. ‘The re- 
ks a ig that the Court 

. SHALL BE ALWAYS OPEN 
for the transaction of business under this juris- 
* diction; the section prescribing the duties of 
Supervisors, to challenge, to verify the lists , to 
inspect and scrutinize the registration and the 
like, to attend at the polls until the votes are 
cast and counted, to scrutinize the manner of 
the voti and the method’ of checking, to 
personally scrutinize and count each ballot, 
and to have the authority to occupy such posi- 
tions at the polls as will best enable them to do 
this. There the Democratic Joint Caucus Com- 
mittee propose that the power of the Federal 
Government shall end. The two Supervisors, 
not the Chief, are permitted to be retained,

2.021, which authorizes the appointment of 
Special Deputies, is to be repealed. Sec. 2,022,, 
which prescribes the duties of Deputy Mar-/ 
shals, and the following sections, which 
give power to make arrests and to eall 
upon the bystanders, are all to be repealed.’

The Profuston of Flowers---Clergymen and Laymen 
in Attendance. 


“The body of the late Rev. James DeKoven, 
D..D., Warden of Racine Episcopal College, at 
Racine, Wis., was laid to rest yesterday noon 
within the grassy plot that borders the little 
College cbavel, and under the shadows of the in- 
stitution af learning which he helped to pro- 
mote, and)which stauds aJasting record of his 
untlagging devotion to and zeal in church work, 
‘The sudilen death and the life labor of this 
disciple have been fully set forth, and it now re- 
mains to record the unostentatious ceremonies 
attendant iupon the obsequies in which loving 
hearts participated, and devout and dignified 
fathers of the Church emphasized the im- 
pressivendss of the occasion by presence and 
fervent prayers, 

At the hours of 7, 8, and 9 a’clock yesterday 
forenoon the office of the Holy Communion was 
celebrated in the College Chapel. These serv- 
ices were attended by the College students, 
church people of the City of Ratine, together 
with the) local clergy and the reyerend guests 
from abroad, many of whom bad arrived on the 
previous evening. The celebrants of the first 
Communion were the Rev. Dr. Falk and the 
Rev. W. Gould, of Racine College; of the sec- 
ond Communion, the Rey. Mesérs. Converse 
and Luther, of the College; of the third Com- 
muuion, the Rt,-Rev,; Bishop Welles, of Wiscon- 
sin, and the Rev. Dr. Ashley, of Milwaukee, 
Che services were unusually impressive, and 
characterized to a certain degree by those cere- 
monies which the departed churchmasa had 
so long espoused, and which formedo essential 
a part of bis religions convictions. 

THE CHAPEL 
wore no sombre hues, its richly-tinted windows 
Maered their wealth of color upon floor, and 
-wall, and chancel, and, save that the grand oriel 
window above the communion-table was hidden 
with purple cloth, which fell as a curtain, hiding 
window, table, and floor of the chancel down as 
far as the communiop-rail, there was naught to 
suggest the said eveuyt that had called tegether 
80 many people whose eves were tear-filled and 
whose hearts Were heavy with mourning.

The report of the Treasurer, Mr. A. B. Con- 
dit, was read and referred to a Special Commit- 
tee, consisting of President Montgomery and 
Trusteas Murrtead, Noian, and Murohy. 

The Treasurer’s annual report shows that he 
has received from all sources during the year 
$251,144, including a balance of $20,531 on hand 
as shown by last report. He has disbursed dur- 
ing the vear $236.6S8B, leaving a balance of $14,- 
461 in cash on hand. The total indebtedness of 
the town, according to the Treasurer’s report, is 
$509,944, which is areduction of $65,001 for the 
fiscal year. ‘The assessed valuation of the town 
for 1878 was $7,518.072, the tax levy $118,5y6, 
the rate per cent of taxation for the town tax 
ner $100, for 1878, $1.58. Accompaving the 
Treasurer’s report is the report of the expert 
accountant, Mr. F. W. Russell; who was em- 
ployed to examine the Treasurer’s books and 
thake out anew set forthe three years ending 
March 31, 1878. The accusations against the 
Treasurer and the numerous suits commenced 
against hjm made it necessary that the 
books sh¢ ld be gone over and a more 
accurate set made out. Mr. Russell 
says: “I have examined the books of the Town 
of Lake, and of Mr. Condit, your Le py 4 
for the three years extending from April 1, 1875 
to March 31, 1878, and have rewritten the books 
for the Treasurer, sbowing accurately bow he 
stands in relation to the town. In doing this tt 
has been mecessary to examine every voucher 
for which |he claims credit, as well as certified 
copies of the. Town and County Collectors’ ac- 
counts so far as they relate to payments made 
by those officials to your Treasurer.”
